Claims 1-85 are pending in this Office Action.

I. Claims 1-8; 9-30; and 55-66, are drawn to a system and a method of deploying 
content to devices comprising means or steps for changing a format of the data transferred 
between the computers, classified in class 709, subclass 246. 

II. Claims 3 1 -43; 44-47 and 48-55 are drawn to a method for or steps for processing 
user data in response to a demand to transfer data between the devices, classified in class 709, 
subclass 206. 

III. Claims 67-74 are drawn to a means or steps for grouping data into a specified 
arrangement in order to transfer the grouped data between the computers by applying multiple 
transformations of data, classified in class 709, subclass 236. 

IV. Claims 75-76 are drawn to a method wherein a server program, or script is 
executed at the request of a client program, classified in 719, subclass 311. 

V. Claims 77-85 are drawn to a method that performs local data processing to 
interact with at least one remote computer which implements data processing in response to the 
local computer to transfer data between the local computer and the remote computer, classified 
in class 709, subclass 203. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reason: 

Invention Groups I, II, III, IV, and V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
show to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention in Group I has separate utility such 
deploying content comprising means or steps for changing a format of the data transferred 
between the devices. See MPEP § 806.05(c). Invention in Group II has separate utility and is a 
method for or steps for processing user data in response to a demand to transfer data between the 
devices with focus on style sheets. Invention in Group in has separate utility and is means or 
steps for grouping data into a specified arrangement in order to transfer the grouped data 
between the computers by applying multiple transformations of data. Invention of Group IV has 
separate utility as it is a server program, or script executed at the request of a client program to 
make the method. Group V is a method that performs local data processing to interact with at 
least one remote computer which implements data processing in response to the local computer 
to transfer data between the local computer and the remote computer. 

Inventions in Groups I-V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions are (1) deploying content and transforming formats; (2) processing and 
selecting a corresponding style sheet to the identifier (3) selecting a plurality of transformation 
specifications to the data; (4) creating java bindings, wrapping them in a class and (5) processing 
the request to get the message key. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reason given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II-V and visa versa, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
